Jobless rate 
up in all 120 
Ky. counties 

14.5 percent of work 
force in Morgan Co. 
unemployed in June 

FRANKFORT, Ky., July 23 
— Unemployment rates rose in 
all 120 Kentucky counties be- 
tween June 2008 and June 2009, 
according to the Kentucky Office 
of Employment and Training, an 
agency of the Kentucky Educa- 
tion and Workforce Development 
Cabinet. Overall, Kentucky’s 
jobless rate reached 10.9 percent, 
the highest level since August 
1983. 

Fayette County recorded the 
lowest jobless rate in the com- 
monwealth at 8.5 percent. It was 
followed by Woodford and 
Ballard counties, 8.6 percent 
each; Oldham County, 8.9 per- 
cent; Calloway and McCracken 
counties, 9.2 percent each; 
Webster County, 9.4 percent; 
Boyd County, 9.5 percent, and 
Carlisle and Franklin counties, 
9.6 percent each. 

Magoffin County recorded the 
state’s highest unemployment 
rate — 18.8 percent. It was fol- 
lowed by Jackson County, 18 
percent; Metcalfe County, 16.5 
percent; Powell, Lewis and Bath 
counties, 16.3 percent each; 
Menifee County, 15.9 percent; 
Trigg County, 15.8 percent; But- 
ler County, 15.6 percent; and 
Carter County, 15.5 percent. 

Among other counties in the 
immediate area, Morgan’s job- 
less rate in June was 14.5 percent; 
Wolfe, 15.1 percent; Elliott, 14.4 
percent; Rowan, 10.3 percent; 
Johnson, 11.6 percent; Lawrence, 
13.8 percent — all up substan- 
tially from June 2008.

Family Court 
vacancy likely 
to continue 

Because of state budget re- 
straints and an agreement be- 
tween Gov. Steve Beshear and 
Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court John D. Minton, Jr., it is 
unlikely that the vacancy that 
exists on the 37th Judicial 
Circuit’s Family Court bench will 
be filled anytime soon. 

The position has been vacant 
since May 22 when Judge Kristi 
Gossett resigned as the district’s 
first family court judge. Since 
that time, two retired judges have 
been handling family-dispute 
cases in Morgan, Elliott, and 
Carter — the three counties that 
comprise the circuit. They are 
Senior Judges Lewis Nicholls of 
Greenup County and John Cox 
of Rowan County. 

Under the Kentucky Consti- 
tution, the governor is respon- 
sible for filling the vacancy from 
a list of three nominees to be 
named by a bipartisan commit- 
tee comprised of the chief justice, 
two lawyers selected by all the 
lawyers in the judicial district, 
and four citizens (two Democrats 
and two Republicans) appointed 
by the governor. 

Mentioned by local court ob- 
servers as having expressed an 
interest in securing the appoint- 
ment are two current prosecutors, 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
David Flatt of Elliott County and 
Morgan County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor. 

However, while three of the 
27 judgeships that became vacant 
in Kentucky this year have been 
filled, a nominating committee 
for the 37th Circuit vacancy has 
yet to be named. According to

Charges against Gibson in- 
clude driving under the influence 
of drugs, no driver’s license, no 
insurance, menacing and resist- 
ing arrest. 

Gibson was transported to 
Morgan County ARH and was 
later involuntarily admitted to 
Eastern State Hospital in Lexing- 
ton.

molished, and the approaches to 
the new bridge for the ramp will 
be completed. 

Traffic between the intersec- 
tion of Ky. 15 and Ky. 191 in 
Campton and the intersection of 
Spur Ky. 15 and Ky. 1653 
(Quillins Chapel Road) should 



not be affected. 

This closure is related to the 
ongoing project to widen the 
Mountain Parkway to four lanes 
between Exit 43 and Exit 46, and 
to improve the interchange be- 
tween the Mountain Parkway and 
Spur Ky. 15. 

Northbound traffic from 
Campton, Jackson and Hazard 
wishing to proceed onto the 
Mountain Parkway westbound 
toward Stanton, Winchester and 
Lexington will be detoured onto 
Ky. 15 at Campton, and will be 
able to enter the Mountain Park- 



way at Exit 40 at Pine Ridge. This 
detour will be signed for the ben- 
efit of through traffic. 

Eastbound Mountain Parkway 
traffic wishing to proceed south 
on Ky. 15 to Campton and points 
south will not be affected, and 
will continue to be able to use Exit 
43. 

During this time, motorists 
using the Mountain Parkway be- 
neath the old and new bridges 
should be prepared to encounter 
delays and traffic pattern changes 
until the new overpass is put into 
service.

New Livestock 
Indemnity Pgm. 
is announced 

Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack today announced that 
eligible livestock producers can 
begin applying as of July 13 for 
benefits under the provisions of 
the Livestock Indemnity Pro- 
gram in the 2008 Farm Bill. 

This program provides live- 
stock producers with a vital 
safety net to help them overcome 
the damaging financial impact of 
natural disasters. 

The Livestock Indemnity Pro- 
gram (LIP) compensates live- 
stock owners and contract grow- 
ers for livestock death losses in 
excess of normal mortality due 
to adverse weather, including 
losses due to hurricanes, floods, 
blizzards, disease, wildfires, ex- 
treme heat and extreme cold. Eli- 
gible losses must have occurred 
on or after Jan. 1, 2008, and be- 
fore Oct. 1, 2011. 

The following table provides 
the final dates to file a notice of 
loss and/or application for pay- 
ment for either 2008 or 2009 
livestock losses.

Emergency management 
provides water safety tips 



Summer is here, and it is time 
for children and parents to be at 
the pool cooling off on hot sum- 
mer days. 

However, summer fun at the 
pool can also be dangerous if 
people do not follow certain wa- 
ter safety tips. 

Here are some key tips: 

• Never leave children unsu- 
pervised near water. It takes less 
than an inch of water for a child 
to drown. 

• Secure pools behind a fence 
or locked doors, and install 
alarms around pools. 



• Install water alarms on pools 
that go off when water is dis- 
turbed. 

• Have pool rules and make 
sure children know them and fol- 
low them. 

• Don’t leave inviting toys in 
pools of water. Toddlers may try 
to reach for them. 

• Teach children to swim at an 
appropriate age. 

• Never rely on a flotation 
device to protect a child. 

• Don’t answer the phone 
when near water. 

• Tell children not to live in 



shallow water. 

Drowning is the second high- 
est cause of unintentional death 
for children ages 1-4 and 10-14. 

Kids drown quickly and qui- 
etly. A drowning child cannot cry 
or shout for help. The most im- 
portant precaution for parents is 
active supervision. Simply being 
near your child is not necessarily 
supervising. 

Even a near-drowning incident 
can have lifelong consequences. 
Kids who survive a near-drown- 
ing may have brain damage. Af- 
ter four to six minutes under wa- 
ter, the damage is usually irrevers- 
ible. Although 90 percent of par- 
ents say they supervise their chil- 
dren while swimming, many ac- 
knowledge that they engage in 
other distracting activities at the 



same time - talking, eating, read- 
ing or taking care of another 
child. 

A supervised child is in sight 
at all times with your undivided 
attention focused on the child. 
When there are children in or near 
the water, adults should take turns 
serving as the designated “water 
watcher,” paying undivided atten- 
tion.

Dear Editor, 

My June 25 article on the old 
jail provoked three letters pub- 
lished on July 9 that were truly 
astonishing. I wonder if I have 
ever seen such grandstanding 
and militaristic firing of cheap 
shots. 

Since my article was about 
tracing the history of Morgan 
County’s four jails, no reason- 
able person could have expected 
it to be about the Vietnam War! I 
think someone had something to 
say and was looking for a pre- 
text to say it. As for me, I can 
speak for myself - and I don’t 
need to hide behind a pseud- 
onym. 

I am always suspicious of 
“look-at-me” flag waving. Real 
patriotism calls for opposing that 
which is not in the country’s best 
interest. The principal of “my 
country right or wrong” is not 
acceptable to any moral philoso- 
phy, and was rejected by the 
United States in its participation 
in the Nuremberg war crimes tri- 
als. 

Speaking of Vietnam, I am 
proud of my opposition to that 
tragedy, and history has shown 
that I was right. Even the late sec- 
retary of defense who waged the 
war came to admit his tragic er- 
ror. I, too, lost a friend, a Mor- 
gan Countian, in Vietnam. If he 
had listened to me, he would still 
be alive. Another returned from 
the war, came to see me, and in 
front my parents offered to drive 
me to Canada. I am living proof 
that one can respect brave sol- 
diers while opposing a war. 

I would by no means “have 
anything pertaining to the mili- 
tary taken out of the museum,” 
just as I resent the bizarre imbal- 
ance in the other direction - our 
rich history largely ignored for 
what appears to me to be a self- 
serving interest. 

We must be vigilant that the 
lessons of war are learned - that 
we fight bravely when necessary, 
but avoid encouraging the next 
generation to fondle weapons 
and lust after war.

UPSET WITH COUNTY 
ROAD DEPT. 

We, my husband and I, object 
to the county road department be- 
ing on our land. KRS 178.425 
applies to dead end passways. 
The provisions of KRS 178.405 



to 178.428 do not apply to any 
private road, street or highway 
while it exists as a dead end pass- 
way with less than four (4) plat- 
ted lots. By statute, such 
passways may be dedicated to 
public use, provided that 55 per- 
cent (55%) of all owners sign a 
petition that they are willing to 
dedicate the drive way or road, 
street to public use. 

My farm on Ky. 844 on Stacy 
Fork, which is in Magistrate Bur- 
ton Stacy’s district, has only one 
family that used this drive way 
across my field about 600-700 
feet, and now in March 2009, the 
county crossed our property line 
to put a culvert in the ditch and 
made a driveway across to an- 
other property owner. We want 
it removed. The county cut our 
line fence across this culvert and 
the county road department did 
not have permission from us to 
be in our driveway, period. There 
is nothing official on record, that 
I can find, regarding this drive 
way. This property is in Magis- 
trate Burton Stacy’s district.

Descendants of West Liberty’s founder 
to gather here on Saturday, August 8 




Tara and Will Bright, of Frankfort, Ky., above, are the ninth gen- 
eration descendants of Edmund Wells, an early settler who played 
a key role in the formation of Morgan County. The monument 
behind them on the Courthouse lawn (which fittingly incorporates 
a mill stone) is dedicated to Wells, who erected the first water- 
powered grist mill in the county at what is now West Liberty. Tara 
and Bright are the great-grandson and great-granddaughter of 
the late Henry and Thelma (McKenzie) Wells, formerly of West 
Liberty, and are the great-niece and nephew of Harold and 
Henrietta (Wells) McKinney of Kellacey. 



Descendants of the settler who 
erected the first grist mill in what 
was later to become Morgan 
County and who is recognized as 
the founder of the town of West 
Liberty will gather here at this 
year’s reunion of the family of 
Edmund and Sara Cassity Wells 
on Saturday, Aug. 8. A large 
crowd of family members and 
friends is expected to attend the 
event at the Community Center. 

Edmund Wells was born, 
probably, in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania on March 12, 1777. He 
emigrated and settled in the 
present limits of Morgan County, 
where he died on Feb. 2, 1846. 
He married Sarah (Sally) Cassity 
on Aug. 17, 1795, in Clark 
County, Ky. She was the daugh- 
ter of John Cassity and Garner 
Ashby. They had the four follow- 
ing children: 

Rachel (b. around 1798 and d. 
before 1845), David C. (b. March 
6, 1800, d. Jan. 25, 1888), Ben- 
jamin F. (b. 1802, d. 1880), 
Martha B. “Patty” (b. Nov. 10, 
1804, d. Sept. 19, 1892). 

Rachel married Abraham 
Ellington and had the following 
children: Wells, Lucinda, Isaac, 
Jacob, Martha, Sarah, Elizabeth 
and Dorothy. 

David C. married Nancy 
Howerton and had eight children: 
Mary H., Sarah, Elizabeth, Will- 
iam H., Edmund B. “Ned,” 
Rachel E., Jacob H. and Rebecca 
H. Jacob and Rebecca were 
twins. 

Benjamin married Elizabeth 
Perry and had the following chil- 
dren: Richard Scott, twins Louisa 
and Louvisa, Oliver Perry, Jane, 
Melvin, Millescent, Edmund, 



Thomas, Daniel Peyton, Sarah 
and Cynthia. 

Martha “Patty” married 
Thoams Perry, and they were the 
parents of the following children: 
Cyrus, Sarah W., Rachel M., 
Frances Ann, Elizabeth, Thomas 
Newt, Martha Jane, Benjamin F., 
John M., Edmund B., Mary A., 
Margaret A., James William and 
Dudley B. 

Edmund Wells played a very 
important part in the organization 



of Morgan County. It was at his 
home on March 10, 1823, that 
Edmund Wells, Isaac Lykins, 
Holloway Powers, John 
Hammons, Thomas Nickell, Ma- 
son Williams, Joseph Carrol, 
William Lewis, John S. Oakley, 
John Williams, Fielding Hanks 
and William Biddle were pre- 
sented commissions as Justices 
of the Peace for Morgan County, 
and organized the first county 
court.

In 1816, he erected the first 
water mill in what is now Mor- 
gan County. In 1825, he gave 
bond for the payment of one- 
sixth of the proceeds of the sale 
of town lots in West Liberty to 
the county treasurer. 

In 1826, he was awarded the 
contract to erect the first court- 
house in Morgan County. Wells 
Mill was a central point used by 
the county court to establish the 
first county roads. He was 
granted the first license to oper- 
ate a public tavern in Morgan 
County on April 14, 1823. He 
was elected the second state rep- 
resentative from Morgan County 
in 1826. His son, Benjamin F. 
Wells, was the first postmaster. 

The Edmund and Sarah 
(Cassity) Wells reunion will be 
11 a.m. Saturday, Aug. 8, 2009, 
at the Convention Center Room 
at the Community Center in West 
Liberty.

weeks or less) before animals can 
be placed in a rescue or other 
shelter situation. Anyone inter- 
ested in fostering an animal is 
urged to contact Vicki Stacy of 
the local Helping Hands for Ani- 
mals organization at 743-7261 
and responsibilities will be ex- 
plained. 

There is always a need for vol- 
unteers to help with cleaning, 
feeding, and “socializing” the 
animals at the shelter as well as 
for donations and volunteers to 
organize fund raisers. If inter- 
ested, call Mrs. Stacy at the num- 
ber above. 

“If we all work together, we 
can make our animal shelter one 
that we can all be proud of, not 
one that has the reputation of 
high euthanasia numbers,” Stacy 
said. 

“As Morgan Countians, we 
need to make a concerted effort 
to help reduce the stray and un- 
wanted animal population,” 
Stacy said, adding, “The numbers 
of strays for a county our size is 
out of control and the only way 
to combat this problem is to en- 
courage everyone to spay/neuter 
their animals.” 

“Before we can expect people 
or businesses to be attracted to 
our county, we have to work to- 
gether to make it a more progres- 
sive, attractive place to live,” 
Stacy said. “Stray animals, road- 
side litter, and lack of pride in the 
way our county looks will not 
attract anyone.” 

Located at the former Valley 
Farm Store property at Grassy 
Creek, which the fiscal court pur- 
chased with a $150,000 coal sev- 
erance fund grant and developed 
with an $85,000 state grant, the 
shelter has 19 inside kennels and 
14 outside kennels and can ac- 
commodate approximately 50 
dogs. To help the county meet its 
requirement for an animal shel- 
ter, the new facility is a joint ven- 
ture of the fiscal court, Helping 
Hands for Animals, and 
Woodsbend Youth Development 
Center, all of which help with its 
operation.

court officials, the vacancies are 
being filled in the order in which 
they occurred and the seat on the 
Morgan-Elliott-Carter bench is at 
the bottom of the list. 

Court observers say the delay 
is the result of an agreement 
reached earlier this year by Chief 
Justice Minton and Gov. Beshear 
as a cost-saving measure that 
could save the state more than $1 
million. By using senior judges, 
who are paid from a judicial re- 
tirement fund rather than the state 
general fund, it is estimated the 
judicial branch would save over 
a quarter of a million dollars for 
each month the 27 vacant judge- 
ships are filled by senior judges. 

With the 37th Circuit vacancy 
at the bottom of the list to be 
filled, observers say it is possible 
that the post could remain vacant 
until a new judge is elected at the 
November 2010 general election.

property’s flood plain status. 

“My concern is that someone 
else may buy the property if we 
drag our feet,” Walter said. “If we 
consider the property that is be- 
ing bought and sold in town, 
there is much more money in- 
volved than $50,000. Old Mill 
Park has benefitted the commu- 
nity year round with minimal re- 
strictions due to floods.” 

City Attorney Joleen 
Frederick also expressed a favor- 
able opinion of the land purchase. 

“This is a classic tourism 
project,” Frederick said. “That 
$50,000 purchase would enhance 
the total value of the park and 
make it more accessible to the 
populace. This is a justified ex- 
penditure that would be a huge 
plus for city tourism.” 

Walter made a unanimously- 
approved motion that was sec- 
onded by Councilman John May 
to purchase the property follow- 
ing inspections of the land and 
house. 

In other business, the council 
opted to raise the real estate tax 
rate to .215 (21.5 centers) per 
$100 of assessed value, up from 
.209 (20.9 cents) per $100 of as- 
sessed value in 2008. 

City Clerk Sally Barker noted 
that the .215 proper tax rate op- 
tion would increase city revenue 
by approximately 3 percent. 

Water Plant Superintendent 
Brandon Bailey was recently 
honored by the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee Water Environmental As- 
sociation for overall plant opera- 
tions and maintenance during the 
past year.

It seems that Mr. Joe Nickell’s 
June 25 Historical Sketches ar- 
ticle regarding the former county 
jail that now houses the Morgan 
County Historical (and Military) 
Museum has created a furor 
among some local residents. 

I suppose I should have writ- 
ten about this sooner. Quite hon- 
estly, I forgot about the whole 
issue until Mr. Nickell recently 
responded to readers who ques- 
tioned his patriotism in letters 
published on July 9. 

I read all of Mr. Nickell’ s ar- 
ticles, just the same as many of 
you do. In fact, I usually type 
them for publication as soon as 
they arrive in the mail. This is 
an aspect of my job that I par- 
ticularly enjoy, because the ar- 
ticles provide a very informative 
and entertaining look at early 
Morgan County. 

The jail article was no excep- 
tion. I read it with great interest 
as I readied it for the press. I ad- 
mit I was a bit puzzled when let- 
ters about the article referencing 
the Vietnam War arrived at the 
Courier office. 

Mr. Nickell’s article was a 
straight-forward history of the 
jail. As I recall, he made no de- 
rogatory remarks about the mili- 
tary - nor did he make any po- 
litical references to any war. 

I was born in 1984. Obvi- 
ously, the Vietnam War was be- 
fore my time.

May 6, 1920 • July 3, 2009 

Daisy Elam met Orville 
DeBord, the love of her life, dur- 
ing the early 1940s. He had vol- 
unteered for service in the U.S. 
Army, before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, and they met while he 
was home on leave. They corre- 
sponded by mail while he served 
in the South Pacific. When he 
was home for a brief leave on 
Sept. 30, 1944, they were mar- 
ried. 

She traveled to Kansas, where 
he was stationed, and continued 
to move with him until he was 
discharged. Thus began her love 
of travel. She often told of trips 
they took during that first year 
of marriage. 

Their happiness was inter- 
rupted and their lives changed 
forever when they lost their be- 
loved twin sons, Jimmy and 
George, in December 1945, dur- 
ing childbirth. No doubt, their 
faith in God brought them 
through that difficult time.

Every morning 
she would begin her whispered 
prayers that God would help her 
through the night, and that he 
bless everyone (and she would 
name all of her family and 
friends). She would end her list 
by asking that He bless anyone 
she had forgotten. 

The last week, God and Daisy 
worked hand-in-hand to ensure 



a peaceful and dignified end on 
earth. All week long, as she 
gradually weakened, she told us 
that she would let us know when 
she needed to see a doctor. She 
kept telling everyone she had had 
a wonderful life, but she was just 
“so tired.” 

About 24 hours before God 
took her home, she told the fam- 
ily she was ready to go to the 
hospital. While the ambulance 
attendance took her out the door, 
she smiled her wonderful, pre- 
cious smile. She knew she was 
taking her final trip - the most 
wonderful trip of all. And, oh, 
how she loved to travel! 

Her face radiated with love 
and faith the entire 24 hours of 
tests and treatments. In her 
humble manner, she thanked ev- 
eryone for their attention - 
whether they were taking blood 
samples, giving breathing treat- 
ments, giving medicine or what- 
ever needed to be done. She al- 
ways told the attendants she 
loved them - and she did! 

Thank God, she got to live her 
final years as she had wanted - 
walking, little trips in the car and 
living at home. What a blessing! 
After the birth of Ronnie in 1954, 
she was never hospitalized until 
her final 24 hours. God was so 
good to her. 

She has made her final trip - 
to the best destination there is - 
to Heaven, with God, Orville, her 
babies and other family and 
friends. What a life! And what a 
testimony she gave while she 
lived!

For farmers interested in im- 
proving or diversifying their op- 
erations, the postmark deadline 
for grant funds is fast approach- 
ing.

gree in 1914 and polished off his 
formal education with short 
courses in X ray and surgery. 

The brand new doctor of medi- 
cine and his wife landed at 
Middletown, Ohio, just as the ter- 
rible influenza epidemic was 
sweeping the country. 

Dr. Blood didn’t lack for pa- 
tients thee. He was kept busy day 
and night administering to entire 
families. One of his patients was 
a woman who had just been de- 
livered of her 11th child, a girl. 
Six of her children had died of 
diphtheria the previous year. 
When she realized that her end 
was near, she asked the doctor to 
take the child and bring her up as 
his own. When Mrs. Blood 
agreed, they adopted the baby 
soon after the mother’s death. 

That baby girl, now the mother 
of an 18-year-old daughter, and 
who has an 8-year-old adopted 
son, helped a lot in writing this 
story. She is Mrs. W. Delmer 
Brown, whose husband is Dr. 
Blood’s medical technician. 

Late in World War I, Dr. Blood 
was called into service as a first 
lieutenant in the Medical Corps. 
Six weeks later, the Kaiser gave 
up, Dr. Blood says, upon being 
informed by his chief of staff that 
Dr. Blood was in the Army. 

The Bloods were doing all 
right at Middletown when the de- 
pression struck. It hit him, too. He 
lost his home and most of his 
equipment. And he was in debt. 

Some of his patients who had 
come from Hazel Green urged 
him to locate in Wolfe County, 
where a doctor was needed badly. 
He knew about the academy, op- 
erated by his church, and lost no 
time in writing the superinten- 
dent, who begged him to come 
immediately. When he agreed, the 
school sent a truck to move his 
furniture. It didn’t take him long 
to pay his debts back in Ohio. 

Although Dr. Blood does most 
of his work at the school, he is 
called upon frequently to attend 
a patient far up some mountain 
trail. In order to get there, he uses 
a jeep, the first one in the county. 

A forceful speaker, Dr. Blood 
frequently is called on to speak 
at high school commencements. 
Last year he sopke at the College 



of the Bible at Lexington. 

The 1952 graduating class of 
Hazel Green Academy dedicated 
their yearbook, Pathways, to him. 

Dr. Blood does the best he can 
with limited facilities at Hazel 
Green. Besides the X ray, labora- 
tory and operating-delivery room, 
he has a pediatric bed, a fracture 
bed and two incumbators. He is 
quite proud of one of these stain- 
less steel incumbators of which 
type there are only two in the 
state. The other is at Berea Col- 
lege Hospital. 

Dr. Blood’s great ambition is 
to see a small but good hospital 
built at Hazel Green. He’s a little 
afraid that he won’t live long 
enough to see that dream materi- 
alized.

Although he was the en- 
tire medical staff of the only 
hospital in Wolfe County, 
Dr. Blood still found the 
time to preach an occasional 
sermon or officiate at a wed- 
ding.

Once a lumberjack and saw- 
mill hand in the North woods, 
then a Christian preacher for two 
years, Dr. H.L Blood is looking 
forward to his 75th birthday an- 
niversary next April as the entire 
medical staff of Wolfe County’s 
only hospital at Hazel Green. 

The eight-bed hospital, com- 
plete with X-ray, operating-deliv- 
ery room and laboratory, is 
housed on the second floor of a 
boys’ dormitory on the campus of 
Hazel Green Academy. 

And there the soft-spoken old 
gentleman with neatly clipped 
white mustache takes care of ail- 
ing academy students as well as 
performing surgery and obstetrics 
for the country folk in his part of 
the county. 

His practice is enough to keep 
him busy but he still finds time 
to preach an occasional sermon or 
officiate in a marriage ceremony. 
Last year he officiated at the wed- 
ding of his granddaughter. 

There’s an obvious depression 
in Dr. Blood’s forehead but he 
isn’t al all sensitive about it. 
That’s a souvenir he retains from 
an automobile accident that al- 
most took his life October 4, 
1951. An automobile he was 
riding in crashed against a bridge 
abutment near Grayson. His fore- 
head was dashed against a radio 
knob. He was unconscious for 18 
days. 

“The doctor who operated on 
me said I would do no more sur- 
gery,” Dr. Blood chuckled, “but I 
sure fooled him. I’m still operat- 
ing.” 

Not only is Dr. Blood a physi- 
cian and surgeon, but he’s also an 
ordained minister of the Christian 
Church. He also could be called 
a denominational historian, to 
hear him talk about such founders 
of his church as Barton W. Stone, 
“Raccoon” John Smith and 
Alexander Campbell. 



Dr. Blood at age 74. He was 
once a lumberjack, a sawmill 
hand and a preacher. He was 
born in Michigan. 

A native of Kent County, 
Michigan, Dr. Blood grew up 
while they were still chopping 
down the big trees of the North 
woods. As a boy, he swung his ax 
with the best of the legendary 
woodsmen although he admits he 
never owned a blue ox named 
“Babe.” 

Attending school a full term in 
those days was a problem and 
when Blood was 18 years old he 
still was in the sixth grade. But 
he obtained all the schooling he 
could in Michigan and took off 
for West Virginia, where his 
church operated Bethany College. 
There he completed high school 
and won his A.B. degree while 
working at odd jobs such as fir- 
ing the college furnace and 
hostling in a livery stable. 

While still in college, he mar- 
ried Miss Orpha Mannette Smith 
in 1905. Together they worked to 
put him through school. He was 
ordained a minister upon his 
graduation from Bethany in 1908 
and immediately accepted the 
pastorate of a Christian church at 
Luhrig, a little coal-mining town 
near Athens, Ohio. 

Two years at Luhrig and am- 
bition got the best of the young 
preacher. He wanted to be a doc- 
tor. That meant four more years 
of work and study. While at the 
Eclectic School of Medicine, now 
defunct, at Cincinnati, he worked 
part time at the Post Office. His 
wife became adept as a baby sit- 
ter. He obtained his medical de-
